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Responsibility of Public Opinion 
In a Nation at War Is Topic Before 
Woman's Club, Brought by Alomo Baker

The "Responsibility of Public Opinion in a Nation at War," 
was clearly and forcefully outlined by Alonzo Baker, lecturer and 
commentator, when Mrs. Charles Farrell introduced him to a Palm 
Springs audience on Monday night, from the stage of the Palm 
Springs Woman's Club,

of

words 
challenged 
his 
audience w ith, w hat to them was 
exhilarating m ental exercise, and 
built up a broad outline of our 
responsibility, as Americans, to­ 
wards th e prosecution of this 
world w ar and the peace that 
will come after. 


THE MOTIVE POWER 


“Public opinion is the motor 
under th e hood of democracy,’’ 
said Mr. B aker, “and it is the ob­ 
ligation of the American people 
to discuss this w ar and the per­ 
iod of reconstruction, sanely and 
w ithout acrim ony. There are, and 
will be, m any unavoidable mis­ 
takes, and one of the big jobs 
>for all of us is to be cheerful 
bnder a ll of the vexations that 
we are a n d will be encountering 
constantly. 
"The concensus of public opin­ 
ion m ust have a m ighty p a rt to 
play in th e w ar and must actuate 
and m otivate those im pulses to 
rise from our lethargy and ap­ 
athy and do some definite think­ 
ing, w hich will begin as little 
rivulets of opinion, flowing con­ 
stantly 
and 
finally 
into 
big 
stream s of opinion, banding to­ 
gether an organization of Allied 
United N ations.” 


DANGER IS CITED 


“There is actual danger of let­ 
ting dow n and sagging into a 
m ental state of relaxation and in­ 
difference after w ar,” th in k s’Mr. 
Baker. “W e can w in the w ar and 
lose 
the 
set-up—unless 
public 
opinion rises to a new high.” 


“We, in America, m ust orient 
our outlook on world affairs. The 
amazing strides by w hich dis­ 
tances a re being narrowed, and 
tim e is being reduced to a ridic­ 
ulous low through the advance in 
construction of planes, m oves us 
up so close to adjacent nations 
that we m ust adjust ourselves to 
this 
phenom enon 
of 
existing 
propinquity — jam m ing us up 
against th e rest of the w orld—a 
new w orld recast in hours and 
m inutes.” 


RETAIN IDEALS 


Mr. B ak er included in his reit­ 
eration of “m usts”—admonitions 
to not desert our ideals of democ­ 
racy that w ere fostered by our 
fore-fathers when a new nation 
was conceived and born upon this 
continent and “we, the people,” 
entered all discussions, exchang­ 
ed opinions, and im plem ented a 
constitution 
fram ing the 
basic 
pattern of a democratic form of 
governm ent; and assured 
that, 
“As long as public opinion is on 
the m arch, we need not w orry 
about dem ocracy.” 


He pictured the futility of any 
effort of individual nations to be 
“let alone” to w ork out the eco­ 
nomic 
pressure 
of 
after 
war, 
which w ill be ten-fold greater 
than before the w ar—each, of 
necessity, m ust cooperate w ith 
the rest of the nations of the 
world—th e ir relations must be in 
a different vein—the public m ust 
be taken into the confidence of

and sugar rationing programs. 
Registration is expected to start 
on February 22 and continue un­ 
til March 1. 
In the same period, the OPA 
expects to set point figures for 
t h e various canned products. 
Scarce foods will have a high 
point value to discourage buying 
while foods in abundance will 
have a low value to stimulate 
their 
sale. 
Point 
values 
will 
change from month to month, 
dictated by the supply. 


MUST TAKE STOCK 


First duty of housewives, ac­ 
cording to the OPA, is to take an 
inventory of their canned goods 
supplies. All cans, eight ounces 
and larger, of rationed goods 
should be counted. Then five cans 
for each member of the house­ 
hold may be deducted. The cans 
that are left must be declared 
when the new ration book is ob­ 
tained. 
For the “frozen'’ period be­ 
tween Feb. 20 and March 1, each 
person will be allowed but five 
cans of food. This does not in­ 
clude non-rationed articles such 
as 
jellies, 
olives 
and 
potato 
salad. 


CHECK ON COFFEE 


A re-check on the amount of 
coffee on hand on November 28 
when 
coffee rationing 
started 
will also be made. Those who had 
more than one pound then will 
have stamps removed from their 
coupon books according to the 
amount on hand. 
Similarly, 
an 
8-point 
stamp 
will be removed for every can on 
the pantry shelf over the allowed 
five. This will discourage hoard­ 
ing but will not work a hardship 
on those who live in isolated 
spots and must keep a supply of 
food ahead. 


MUST LEARN ANEW 


The new ration system will 
mean that housewives must learn 
new marketing methods. Besides 
budgeting money for food, they 
must also budget the 48 points 
allowed them during any one 
month to cover all of the needed 
articles. 
The housewife may purchase 
any needed article as long as she 
remains w i t h i n 
the allotted 
points—and, of course, has the 
money. 
Additional details on point-ra­ 
tioning and registration will be 
released later by Mr. Lippman 
and Mr. Turronet.

Levies in County 


Show Decrease 
Property tax levies by River­ 
side county and the schools and 
other districts in the county this 
year total $3.204,888, down from 
the $3,494,939 levy for 1941-42, 
California Taxpayer’s association 
stated today, making public its 
study of property tax levies in . 
California counties. City tax lev­ 
ies are not included, the associa­ 
tion pointed out. 
The levy for county current 
purposes for 1942-43 amounted to 
$1,608,067 compared with the $1,­ 
925.550 levied for 1941-42. The 
levy for county bonds was $60,­ 
500 compared with $67,545 for 
last year. 
The total levy for school dist­ 
rict current purposes in this 
county for 1942-43 was $1,190,­ 
482 while the levy for 1941-42 
was $1,161,165. School bond levies 
amounted to $237.830 for the cur­ 
rent year and to $260,684 for last 
year. Special district levies were 
$108,009 this year and $79,995 for 
1941-42.
